Vector Henge 02-04 

It is believed that this strange structure 
was built in tribute to their Gods by the 
old Telluric stone worshippers of prehistory. 
Mathematically complex ratios in its 
composition reflect relationships that exist 
between the Galaxies, but which have only 
hern recently learned. Archaeologists believe 
that the form of the structure originated 
on the planet Psytron. There is nothing 
known on the nature of worship on this site.
